Finer Day, 20th February. 


The Hongkong Races commenced to-day 
under tho tuost favourable weather—warm, 
without much aun to make the heat oppres- 
sive. Asa result the turn-out of epecta- 
tors was the largest that has over beun seon 
on such an occasion at the Happy Valley.
